The movement for farm relief has been handicapped 
somewhat hv these circumstances, because of a failure to dis 
criminate between the economic depression resulting from 
the shrunken dollar of the farmer and the individual specu­ 
lator who brought about his own ruin. 
Standing alone a 
broken speculator would receive scant 
attention. 
Being 
numerous he created a condition that drag g ed others down. 
Legislation intended to spare men from the fruits of their 
folly is folly in itself, and none of the leading farm relief 
measures have such a purpose. 
The nation recog nizes tin 
fact, that the farmer receives less in exchang e for his 
p r o ­ 
ducts than does labor, industry <>r transportation, all of which 
have been aided by legislation. 
The comparison is based up­ 
on prices prevailing during normal conditions before the 
war. 
When that basts of exchang e i- restored, if ever it can 
be. then the g overnment has done all for the farmer that it 
can be expected to do. 
It that can be done without 
g o ve r n ­ 
ment aid, so much the better. 
When that parity is restored each farmer will leave to 
work out his own salvation. 
There will he thrifty farmers 
and listless Tarmers as before, and legislation will not make 
a thrifty one out of a listless one. 
Illinois best illustrates the need of the farmer. 
It is high 
fn the list of g eneral farm production. 
It carries in diversi- 
lied farming , not being a one-crop state. 
Such inflation of 
land values as resulted trom war prices did not ruin banks 
in any considerable number. 
Speculators remained as in­ 
dividuals instead of becoming a class. In these circumstances 
the farmers contend that they need the exchang e value of 
their dolh^- restored to parity with that of other l< adin 
a>.
